It is well concealed and prob- 
ably would not have been discovered had it 
had not been for the clicking of the automatic 
telephone when the men in the clearing house 
were giving their agents information in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. 


Four Teléphones Used. 

The reporter for THe TRIBUuN R found the 
room on the south side of the hotel. One 
window opens on a narrow court. Through 
that window the reporter saw four men 
working in the afternoon. There were four 
telephones in operation. Several bottles of 
beer were on ice in a wash bowl on a stand 
in the room. Betting sheets were on a table. 
A door leading into another room had been 
covered with boards, apparently to deaden 
the noise. 

A buzzing sound was heard, and one of 
the men called Bob "’ took off the telephone 
receiver. He repeated the numbers that fol- 
lowers of the ponies are familiar with: 

10021—Fourth race at Hamilton; 9919 Dy-

heard distinctly. 

The other two men who were in the room 
at the time copied the results as the man 
at the telephone réceived and called them.

Numbers Called on Phones. 

The man calling on the Bell phone called 
Haymarket 896, Graceland 6756, Monroe 885, 
West 1957, Seeley along with several 
numbers on West Madison street and on the 
Yards exchange. Each time he repeated the 
results of the races. No comments were 
made except at the start of the subterranean 
race report system when the men at the re- 
ceiving end of the wires were instructed 
about the odds.

Mrs. Charles Schartenberg Is 
Stricken After’ Husband’s 


Kidnaping by Detectives, 2. 


| DUETOBRUTALE 


Mrs. Charles Schartenberg is at the home 
of friends in this city under the care of a 
doctor and a nurse and in a serious condition 
as the result of brutal treatment inflicted 
upon her a few days ago by Detectives Flan- 
nigan and Carlin of State’s Attorney Hoyne’s 
staff. 

Mrs. Schartenberg's condition is such that 
there is fear for her life. The treatment given 
her by the two policemen brought on à se- 
vere nervous relaps that has developed into 
a total breakdown. 

Mrs. Schartenberg is the wife of Charles 
Schartenberg, THE Tripuns employé who 
was kidnaped from Macatawa Park, Mich., 
on Monday. With a perjured warrant the 
two Hoyne detectives went to the summer re- 
sort, where they found Mr. and Mrs. Schar- 
tenberg and their baby at a hotel. They told 
the local authorities that Schartenberg was 
wanted. here on charges of shooting Alex- 
ander Belford, a gambler, who had been hurt 
while joining in an attempt to mob TRIBUNE 
reporters in Maxwell street. 


Makes Plea for His Wife. 

In spite of the fact that he knew his arrest 
was without justification, Schartenberg 
agreed to go with the detectives, provided 
they would treat his wife kindly. He ex- 
plained she was ill, havi 
given birth toa baby. The 
sponse to this was to inform 
berg in brutal language that her husband 


was under arrest for attempted murder. 


Meanwhile they had imposed on the Michigan 
authorities. a 

They then grabbed the woman, her two 
months old baby, and her husband and 
hustled them aboard a boat bound for Chi- 
cago. Although closely guarded, Mrs. 
Schartenberg was able through a nursemald 
to get a message to Chicago telling friends of 
the brutality to which she was being sub- 
jected. 

When the boat docked at Chicago these 
friends were on hand with counsel to Inform 
the policemen that their perjury had been 
discovered and to demand, without avail, 
that the vietims of it be released. 


Hustled Away by Hoyne’s Men. 

Seizing the woman, her husband, and the 
baby, the state’s attorney's detectives forced 
their way through a crowd and carried their 
„ prisoners to the Criminal court building. 
There, after a legal ‘hearing in which the 
falsity of the charge against Schartenberg 
and the frandulence of the warrant was dem- 
onstrated, the Schartenbergs were released. 
The men Went to Michigan on Mr. Hdyne’s 
personal orders. 

As soon as she was out of the custody of the 
detectives Mrs. Schartenberg suffered a re- 
lapse. She was hurried to the home of a 
friend and u doctor pronounced her condi- 
tion serious. She has since been unable to 
nurse her baby ane is herself in the care of @ 


nurse.

Never before has any official statement 
been issued telling the public how much it 
costs to assess them and collect the taxes 
later.

ADVICE ON RATE REGULATION.

FIGHTING HAY FEVER. 

ANY attempts have been made to 
vaccinate against hay fever.“ The 
German remedy, pollantin, is a 
preventive rather than a cure. So 
are the remedies made from bac- 

teria. 

Last year we published the suggestion of 
Dr. Scheppergill of New Orleans that hay 
fever subjects accustom their noses grad- 
ually and in advance, according to a method 
he proposed. 

The last number of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association contains a 
letter from Dr: Brown of Minneapolis, sug: 
gesting another way to vaccinate against 
hay fever. Dr. Brown’s son is a hay fever 
subject. ä

Dr. Brown collected some ragweed pol - 
len. He ground up one dram of this in 
one ounce of glycerin. This was filtered 
and brought up to two ounces with water. 
To the mixture were added five drops of 
strong carbolic acid. He washed his sou's 
arm with ether, placed a drop of the policn 
solution on the skin, and made a vaccina- 
tion acratch through it. This scratch healed 
promptly. Three days later the process was 
repeated. In a short while the skin around 
the wound looked like the htvés. ‘ 

Dr. Brown suggests that people start with 
this solution diluted one to one million; that 
the vaccinations be done once r twice a 
week, and that the strength of the solution 
be increased as rapidly as possible without 

producing hive-like swelling. All of this is 
to be done before aay attack is due. 


At the New York - cancer l Dr. 
Clowes has been working on the nature of 
hay fever. He found that hay fever sub- 
jects were exceedingly sensitive to pollen. 
Those who had fall attacks were sensitive 
to autumn blooming plants; those who had 
spring attacks were affected by the Pollen 
of spring blooming plants, while those who 
were subject to both spring and fall attacks 
were sensitive to both spring and fall pol- 
lens. 

Dr. Clowes vaccinated through the skin 
and also injected hypodermically. He got 
both local and constitutional symptoms 


| somewhat as they spc in hay fever. 


It seems poster i proved that hay fever 
is not an imaginary disease and the sufferers 
have not always been justly treated. 

It seems also to be proved that the nose 
is not all important. Most people are af- 
fected through their noses. People with 
polyps, enlarged bones, infected cavities 
(the so-called catarrh) are more liable to in- 


fection than other people. To treat the nose 
will prevent some attacks and cure others. 


All of this is true, yet the nose is not all 


important. 


Hay fever can be caused by vaccination 


of the skin and by injection under the skin. 
If this information stops the use of cocaine 
and morphine snuffs and washes for hay 
fever, it will have done enough good. 


Dr. Clowes is working on a vaccine to 


prevent the disease and a remedy to cure it. 
A few favorable results have been had, but. 
no opinion on a remedy is of any value un- 
less it is based uPon a few hundred observa- 
tions.

B. S. writes: I am a widow, 28 years old. 
My left breast has Mttle pains in it, and they 
seem to be maying all around it.

I have doctored for 
this trouble, but medicine relieved me only 
for a while. I can hardly sleep, my body 
jumps so, and the least thing scares me. This 
has been going on for nearly three years. 
During one bad spell I had my heart beat 
so rapidly in turning over in bed that I had 
to take heart medicine every fifteen minutes. 
Is there any cure for my trouble?” 


' REPLY. 

1. Probably you are free from cancer. Have a 
physician examine your breast. If there is no 
nodule pay no attention to the djittle pains. 

2. You should not take heart medicine every 
fifteen minutes, unless you are being watched by 
your physician, Have your physician examine 
you. If you have no thyroid enlargement and 
no other organic trouble, then proceed to get your 
nerves under control. This is not a medicine tak- 
ing proposition. Perhaps you will succeed best 
by going to a rest cure. Perhaps you can succeed 
by study of some book, such as Courtney's ‘‘ Con- 
trol of Nerves.“

I have referred above to the house of Lan- 
noy-Clervaux as historic. Now virtually ex- 
tinct, since the claim of the ex-croupier to 
perpetuate the line is preposterous, it was 
flourishing already in the twelfth century. 

In 1451 it gave its name to a town in Flar 
ders which John II. of Lannoy caused to 
be fortifled by means of high walls and a 
moat. 

It was a Charles de Lannoy who as vice- 
roy of Naples in the early part of the six- 
teenth century took prisoner King Francis 
I, of France at the battle of Pavia, and re- 
ceived in recognition thereof the title of 
count of the Holy Roman empire from Em- 
peror Charles V., who in the patent described 
him as his cognatus,“ that is, as his king- 
man. 

Another De Lannoy, Hugh by name, was 
stadtholder of the Netherlands in 1483, and 
no less than sixteen of the family have 
been knights of the Golden Fleece.

The title of Prince of Rheina-Wolbeck was 
bestowed by King Fredericn William IV. of 
Prussia in 1840 upon Comte Florent de Lan- 
noy-Clervaux by reason of his marriage to 
Princess Clementine of Looz-Coswaren and 
her inheritance of the Westphalian estates 
of her family. The late Prince of Rheina- 
Wolbeck was the grandson of this unſon.

DEATH OF MRS. W. A. PAULSEN

New York, Juy 31.—Gen. Rafael de No- 
gales-Mendez, a leader of the Nationalista 
party of the Venezuelan border states, said 
today that his party welcomed Gen. Castro's 
reported return to Venezuela, because it 
would bring the political affairs of that coun- 
try to a crisis. 

The Nationalists of the border states, Gen. 
Nogales-Mendez said, expected Castro would 
make his first appeal to the members of their 
party, who were formerly his adherents. 

Gen. Nogales-Mendez came here about 
three months ago from Colombia to confer on 
behalf of the Nationalists with Gen. José 
Manuel Hernandez, the recognized leader of 
the party. He expects to return to Colombia 
by the next boat and make for Cucuta.

Four scattered blows was all the Chicago 
tribe secured today. A couple of bases on 
balls were added, and one fellow was hit by 
a pitched: ball. The Yanks made an error 
which let in the only run. In six of the nine 
innings the Sox had men on the bases set 
in eagerness for a sprint to the plate, but 
no one could produce the needed hit. In 
three innings the first man got on. Once he 
was properly sacrificed to second base, then 
stood glued there while two batters went 
out in pitiful fashion. 


Weaver Hits Long Ones—Fouls. 

In two instances there were two runners 
on with only one man out. In one cage, one 
of the men got home only because of a wild 
throw by a New York player. Once with 
two men on the bases Buck Weaver lined two 
beauties into the right wing of the grand 
stand. Each time he had to return to the 
plate because the ball had been foul by only 
a few feet. Finally he came back and fanned 
in desperation. . 

Once the manager called upon Ted Easterly, 
the famed pinch hitter, when two fellows 
were on the bases and a hit badly needed. 
Ted took two swings and fouled the ball 
into the grand stand, then took a couple of 
balls and finally made a helpless and feeble 
swing at a high one a foot on the outside.

They are 
printed by Lyons & Carnahan, a Chicago 
firm employing union labor, Several books 
of the "American Book company, which em- 
ploys nonunion fabor, were dropped. Pre- 
viously all of the textbooks had been on 
an “open list.” ‘The principals had a 
choice of several in each subject. 

The books of the Lyons concern have come 
up for previous criticism and three years 
ago were displaced as the exclusive books 
and the open list of books on commer- 
cial education established. Dr. James B. 
McFatrich was the board member who was 
particularly bitter against the Lyons books. 

The recommendation for the adoption of 
the books came because of a special commit- 
tee of the board on commercial. education. 
William Bachrach, newly appointed super- 
visor of commercial education, made the re- 
port preceding the change. 


Explanation Made by Shoop. 

Mr. Shoop asserted that the object wag to 
get a uniform system throughout the schools 
and to secure the same text book for every 
|. school teaching commercial subjects. The 
usual system followed by Mrs. Young, by 
which the instructors and principals vote on 
the book which they consider best, was not 
followed.

There are just as many crimes committed in 
the month of August as any other month, 
according to statistics, and I cannot see any 
reason why a man cannot be indicted, ar- 
raigned,-and tried during that month just 
as well as any other month in the year. 

Just because a man commits a crime in

U SUFFRAGISTS ASK 
SENATE FOR VOTE 


Encouraged to Believe 
Amendment Will Be 
Passed. 


L. Y. SHERMAN “BOOSTER.” 
Champions Cause of Fair Sex and 
Lewis Looks Like a Con- 
vert; Women Cele- 
brate at Banquet. 


Washington, B. C., July 
The United States senate was the scene of 
an impressive demonstration this afternoon 
when a delegation of several hundred wom- 
en, representing every state in the union, 
presented petitions praying the adoption of 
the Ashurst constitutional amendment con- 
ferring the franchise on their sex through- 
out the nation. The petitions were signed 
by 85,000 persons. 

The visit to the senate eoncluded an auto- 


| 


mobile parade from Hyattsville, Md., where 
the suffragists were met and welcomed by 
members of the senate woman suffruge com- 
mittee. 

Tonight the suffragists gave a big banquet, 
at which more than a score members of the 
house and senate and other public men were 
present. Senators Thomas, Ransdall, Asn- 
urst, and Owen encouraged the suffragisis 
with the declaration that the prospects were 
bright for the passage of the resolution. 


Hear Senator Sherman’s Appeal. 

The women sat in the senate galleries after 
presenting their petition and listened to the 
speeches of the senators welcoming their ap- 
peal. 

One of the most striking utterances on the 
subject was that of Senator Lawrence T. 
Sherman of Illinois. 

“One-third of the male lords of creation, 
now by the laws of the country given the 
right of self-government, voluntarily ab- 
sented themselves from the polls last No- 
vember,“ the senator said. It is said that 
women will not and do not vote when the 
right is extended to them. Neither do or will 
the men in any larger proportion.” There- 
fore, I am moved to say that the appreciation 
of the responsibilities imposed by the right 
to vote Will be as thoroughly felt by the 
women of this country as by the men who 
now have and in part exercise that right:

President, because, in the very nature of 
things, if womankind has had some of her 
limitations removed, and no injury has re- 
sulted in years past, we had as well take the 
other limitations off, and make the opening 
words of the constitution of this republic a 
living, active, dynamic force in the great re- 
public of the western hemisphere. 

Somebody has said to me, Mr. President, 
in private conversation on this qdestion, that 
womankind will not improve politics. Well, 
if she does not, if she only keeps it from get- 
ting any worse, I am willing to take a chance 
on it. [Applause in the galleries.] 


. Wants to Give Women Chance. 

If we and others who have, through our- 
selves or through our ancestors, for many 
years beer engaged in the management of the 
dear public’s affairs, have made what we 
have of it, with investigation heaped upon 
investigation, with hill on hill and alp on alp 
arising, with which we are endeavoring to 
issue a certificate of moral character to our- 
selves—if we have not got any further along 
than that in some hundreds of years, for the 
Lotd's sake let us give woman a chance, 
and see if she cannot get us on a little high- 
er level than we now are. 

Woman is infinitely the superior of man 
on moral questions. We are of coarser fiber: 
we think in lower terms; but the woman, en- 
listed in the cause of moral progress, will 
protect her babes in infancy and she will pro- 
tect the same babe in the years when he is an 
adult.“ 


Senator Lewis a Convert? 

When the Illinois suffrage ‘petitions were 
handed Senator Lewis he accepted them, 
but said: g 

J have had a sentiment against woman 
suffrage, but no reasons that I can urge 
against it. Now that the state of Illinois has 
voted to women the right to vote for all state 
offices, I believe they should be granted 
the privilege of voting for all offices, whether 
state or federal. Any discrimination in the 
privilege would be undemocratic, since the 
principle has been adjudged in your behalf.“ 


FORBIDS WOMAN JURORS. 

Springfield, III., July 31.— [Special.}—In an 
opinion given out today Attorney General 
Lucey holds that women cannot legally serve 
on juriés in Illinois. 

In view of the fact that In several counties 
women in the last few days—since limited 
women’s suffrage became operative—have 
not only been listed in jury venires, but 
actually have served, the opinion of the at- 
torney general, which was written by As- 
sistant Attorney General Rey, is of parti- 
cular interest. : 

The attorney general cites article 2, par- 
agraph 5 of the state constitution of 1870, 
which provides that the right of trial by 
jury shall remain inviolate as in common law. 
The law provides only for the membership 
of men on juries. 


Women Legal Petitioners,

ADMIT ACCEPTING 
KRUPPS’ BRIBES 


Seven Officers Plead Bellef 


‘There Was Nothing Wrong in 
Taking ‘Loans’ and Gifts.

OPEN TRIAL ON PUBLIC’S DEMAND

BERLIN, July 81.—The big Krupp arma- 
ment manufacturing firm, the largest indus- 
try in Germany, employing more than 00,000 
men, was virtually placed on trial today so 
far as ite methods of doing business are con- 
cerned. 


peared before the military court of Berlin 
on charges of accepting bribes from Krupp 
agents, making secret reports of government 
armament plans, and betraying military se- 
erets, the charges involving an accusation 
against the Krupps of trying illegally to ob- 
tain a monopoly of government contracts. 
The accused officers admitted having given 
to the Krupps’ agents information which, if 


have been of the highest importance. They 
made no attempt to deny that they had re- 
ceived money from the agents, but pleaded 
that they acted in the belief that there was 
no question.of secrecy regarding German 
armaments as far as the Krupps were con- 
cerned’and that they had acted simply out ot 


army. 


Result of Army Corruption. 
The court martial is the result of the en- 
posure of corruption in the army, made ip 
the reichatag by the Socialist leader, Dr. Kart

It was 9 at first that the trial 
would be held behind closed doors, but this 
vas received with such wide condemnation 
in the press and among the public, on the as- 
sumption that the government intended to 
whitewash the Krupps and make scapegoats 
out of the accused officers; that it was de- 
cided te hold a public trial in order to con- 
vince the public that neither the high offi- 
clals of the armanent Orm nor the ministry 
of war was involved. 

Dr. Liebknecht, in addition to charging the 
urmement firm with corruption, asserted 
that there was a conspiracy in government 
circles to give rise to war scares and thus 
“win support for the policy of increasing arma- 
ments. 

Seven Men on Trial. 

Lieuts. Tilian, Hoge, Hinst, Schlusder, and 
Noncommissioned Officers Pfeiffer, Schmidt, 
and Dreeso, connected with the ordnance 
and munitions departments of the ministry of 
war, gre the men on trial. 

The charges are betrayal of military se- 
crets. bribery, and disobedience. It ig ag- 
serted that they are guilty of 900 violations 
of the military law. The seizure of 900 ge- 
cret reports in the office of Herr von Dewits, 
the Krupp manager at Essen, are the basis 
of the charges. 

The evidence today, revealed how Max 
Brandt, the Berlin manager for the Krupps, 
by means of attentions to the ordnance offi- 
cers in the shape of entertaining them with 
champagne and beer, giving them small sums 
of money, and making loans when they were 
in financial straits, obtained secret reports of 
the ministry of war pertaining to war ma- 
terials and the figures submitted by rival 
firms when the government asked for bids 2 
armament supplies. 


Admits Giving Out Secrets. 

Leut. Tillan admitted that he had fur- 
nished to Brandt the figures of rival firms, 
but he said Brandt was his comrade in the 
army at one time, and he helped him out of 
friendship. He said he had frequently dined 
at Brandt’s house and had been entertained 
at champagne suppers. but denied that he 
accepted bribes. He had borrowed several 
times small sums, never more than five or 
seven dollars. He said he didn't know he 
was doing anything wrong, as he believed 
the Krupps and the German government 
were one and the same. Krupp officiais, he 
went on, literally “ overrun the ministry of 
War.“ 

Lieut. Schleuder testified that he had re- 
ceived gifts of five dollars from Brandt oe¢- 
casionally, and once he accepted $200. He 
said Brandt represented himseif as a former 
comrade with means and desirous of helping 
his friends in the army whose pay was small, 


Not Wrong to Accept Gifts. 

In Lieut. Hinst’s opinion it was not wrong 
to take small gifts of money from Brandt, 
as he considered him a high official and an 
order was issued by the ministry of war to 
give the Krupps’ representatives all possible 
information.

Although the trial is public, only reporters 
who were there officially and army officers 
were permitted to remain in the courtroom

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Tow to Farn Money at Home 


She Sought and Found 
Freedom Through Work. 


BY SALLY JOY BROWN. 


HE road to freedom! Doesn't it stretch 
out before you in the most liriag curves? 
Don't you 'ong to walk along its shady, 
Pleasant paths? But the gate that keeps 
you out is the lack of money, isn’t it? 

You just can’t feel free and happy with the 
knowledge in your heart that theres no money 
to meet ali of: the bills that are coming in, can 
vou? 

It's just like having it rain on the Fourth of 
July when you'd spent all of the week before 
planning on the lovely time that you'd all have 
at the picnic in the grove, to see debts staring 
you in the face when you've caught a glimpse 
of the road to ‘freedom. 

I wish that I could open that gte for each 
one of you. I wish that I could start you all 
on the road to freedom. But I can't. Nobody 
can until you ‘make up your mind that you're 
going to get through the gate. 

The way in which so many women have suc- 
ceeded in being free is open to all of you. You, 
too, can be a home worker, and you'll have 
every chance of succeeding that all of the other 
home workers have had if you'll only make up 
your mind to get through the gate and to travel 
on the road to freedom. 

— 

Here's a letter from one of the successful 

home workers, and her words are so honest and 


the situation is so much the same as many of 


the home workers have to meet that Im giving 
it to you to read; too: 

“IT wanted so much to be able to be independ- 
ent. I couldn't get away from home, because I 
have an invalid mother who needs constant at- 
tendance, and one of us had to stay away from 
Work. I decided to because I. was the oldest and 
my sister was getting a little more money where 
she was working, and there seemed to be more 
chance of her working up in her office. 

“T knew that sometimes men had their steno- 
graphic work done at home, and I knew that I 
could do the work as well as any one could if I 
eould only get the work to do. I read about the 
other women who had made money at home 
and I thought that I'd try. I put a little ad- 
vertisement in the paper, and I had quite a few 
answers right away. But I made the mistake 
of thinking that home work is worth just as 
much as office work. I charged the price for my 
work that I'd have had in the office, plus what I 
needed. That 48, I put a little extra charge on 
the work just because I thought that I could, 
Of course, I didn’t get a lot of work to do. I 


nad just one steady place where I went two 


nights a week and took ‘dictation. I wanted 
enough to keep me busy taking dictation every 
night, and here I had only about two hours’ 
worth of work each week. 

' “Then I sat down and had a talk with myself. 
I figured out that the reason I wasn’t getting 
work was because I was charging more than 
the work was worth to the men who would have 
that sort of work done. I lowered my price and 
put in another advertisement, and that time I 
got work and all of the work I could do. 

„ couldn't help wondering if there weren't, 
perhaps, many of the home workers who hadn't 
succeeded for the same reason that I hadn't. 
So I thought I'd write and tell you my experi- 
ence in the hope that perhaps it would be of 
help to some other women who are trying to do 


work at home.“

Aren't there many of you who haven't had the 


5 returns that you expected from your work who 


might have the same sort of talk with your- 
selves? 

If you really want to be one of the happy 
women who walk along the road to freedom 
you'll have to be honest, indeed, with yourself, 
do your work as well as you can, and remember 
that you will not be able to make a great deal 
of money right away, but that in the end you 
and your home products will do away forever 
with the depressing feeling that you haven't 
enough money. Because you'll have it.

The fire differences in flavor between an onion 
and a little shallot are especially understood by 
these cooks. For all seasoning purposes most 
of these cooks, especially those who cater to 
fastidious families, use nothing but the smallest 
onions, unless they are privileged to use the 
clove of garlic, for which the real cook has a 
good deal of fondness. 


— 


The shallot, or eschalot, comes into our mar- 
kets in abundance at this time of year. A great 
number of people must know how to use it, yet 
We never seem to hear it called anything but the 
young onion, although there are other sorts of 
young things of this family whfch are different 
from the shallot on sale. 

This little onion, as to flavor, stands half way 
between the bona fide onion and garlic. It an- 
wers to the call of “fines herbes,“ that is, it 
4g one thing of the mixture used for seasoning 
many viands. It is chopped and fried in butter 

without being browned generally (some cooks 
Potent it), when it is called for as a part of 
this collection. 

As to what the term ‘fines herbes does in- 
clude, cooks differ. In some cases it means one 
onion and two shallots chopped fine and fried in

butter for a few minutes; then twice their quan- 
tity of finely minced mushrooms and a grain of 
garlic are added to the first mixture, with pepper, 
salt, anda teaspoon of chopped parsley, and the 
whole cooked ten minutes. Raw fines herbes 
may be about the same mixture, each being 
chopped separately and then being mixed to- 
gether. ~ 

The shallot (also spelled challot) is used for 
Scasoning many stuffings, being preferred to 
onions by the ook, who knows to a T just 
what any flavoring ingredient will yield. The 
shallot enters into the composition of many 
sauces, 

~~ o- 


It is at this time of year when a large bunch 
of these little onions can be had for 10 cents. 
The home cook who does not like to be scenting 
her fingers with onions any more often than she 
can help and does like the onion flavoring can 
prepare a shallot wine which is much better 
than a shallot or eschallot vinegar for general 
use because it can be added to sauce in which 
vinegar should not be used. The wine evap- 
orates in the eooking and only the onion flavor 
is left. | 

SHALLOT WINE.—Four ounces of shallots 
and one pint of sherry. Let infuse fifteen days 
or more. Peel and slice or bruise four ounces 
of shallots; put them into a bottle and add to 
them a pint of sherry. In a fortnight or so 
pour off the wine, and. should it not be strongly 
flavored with the. shallots, steep in it two 
ounces more for another fortnight. A half tea- 
spoon of cayenne may be added at first. The 


bottle should be shaken SS eee yore while the 
shallots are infusing, but should remain undis- 
turbed the last two or three days that the wine 
may be clear when it is poured off to bottle for 
keeping. 

SHALLOT OR GARLIC VINEGAR.—On from 
four to six ounces of shallots, or on two of 
garlic, 2 and bruised, pour a quart of the 
best sets Seal the bottle and in a fort- 
nizht or 

strained off for use. A few drops will give a 
sufficient flavor to a Sauce. The shallot or garlic 
may be used in larger proportions, according 
as a slight or strong flavor is desired, and they 
may remain longer in the vinegar without any 
detriment to it. 

—— 
A shallot or onion sauce for roasted or boiled 
meat, for chops or steaks, or even for poultry, 
may be made as follows: 

SHALLOT SAUCE.—Add a tablespoon of shal- 
lot wine with a sprinkling of pepper and salt 
into a half cup of thick melted butter. 

Shallot sauce is also substituted for caper 
sauce to be used with boiled mutton. It may 
be made with the wine, but is usually made by 
mincing shallots fine and cooking them with a 
little of the liquid in which the mutton is boiled 
—4 half pint of liquid and shallots to flavor 
strongly. This may be thickened a bit with 
flour and seasoned to taste with salt and pepper. 
Vinegar, a tablespoonful, ts added, and for 8 
reason the sauce may well be made by using: 
strong shallot vinegar instead- of the pan 
shallots.

The last few transactions in the principal inter- 
nationals like Eries, Canadians, Steels, and Amal- 
gamated each day now are said to éxhibit traces 
of the operations of the speculators who gambled 
on the London opening on the following day. This 
is quite a favorite operation with some traders 
in the big commission houses, especially with for- 
eign connections, It is not strictly an arbitrage 
transaction, but rather a speculation based on a 
guess on what the foreign market in Americans is 
likely to do when it resumes business next day. 

The speculator of this kind does nothing until 
the last quarter of an hour of business. Then he 
either buys or sells a few stocks here in the hope 
that he will be able to undo the transaction next 
morning at a profit. The profits are not usually 
big, but if made often enough they mount up. 
During the last. week the London market has 
made better prices for Americans on every single 
day and this semi-arbitrage speculation proved 
profitable for quite paged of people. 


The generzal bond market on the Stock exchange 
fe described as a most peculiar one in some re- 
spects.
